In twenty years how many changes 
come to blot out landmarks, pull down 
| edifices, overturn customs, bury habits | 
and sweep away in their Lethean 
course all that was in vogue two de- 
cades before! No place is safe from 
the destroying hand of Ti me; no nook 
so far removed that man’s eager search 
for riches will not di-cover it; no tem

— years have changed it! 
Who that eaw it last in the year of our 
Lo:d 1882, would know it now in 
1902? How well I remember it as it 
wus then! A pretty little city nest- 
ling at the foot of ugly, barren hills, 
whose summits were as bare and as 
sterile as human fancy could picture 
them. From any of these hills could 


be faintly seen the Paci fic ocean in the 
distance. — 

The principal tidsiness blocks on 
Main strect consisted of substaatial one 
or two-story brick buildings; but they 
were not. numerous, and their appear- 
ance, while neat, was in no way strik- 


as it then did, about 1800 people. The 
eye was shocked by the want of sym- 
metry seen on every side. On a corner 
of one of the principal blocks was a 
proud, imposing structure (a credit to 
the city even now), whose cupolaed 
dome could be seen from milés around. 


| At this time 1t was famous as being 


the fin--st building in the county, but 
it was especially noted for having the 


the street, Pur parenthese, at the time 
of which I write, horrible sidewalks 
were decidedly the rule, rather shan 
the exception. On the opposite cor- 
ner s a low frame shanty, aged 
and dilapidated, withja plank walk 
around it, the planks of which, most 


of the time, needed repair. All 
along the principal streets the 
same incongruity was visible; 


miserable little shanties next to impos- 
ing puildings. The gaps thus created 
in a view of the principal thorough- 
fares did not in any degree tend to 
beautify the city. Business was then 
confined to a comparatively limit d 
aurea; three or four blocks on Main} 
strect and a couple of btocks on Spring 
street constituting the business center. 
The residences were even then very 
pretty,with their lawns emerdlded with 
grass and the flowers studding the 
green with lovely hues, as if the whole 
were some great piece of tapestry. 
These were almost universally built of 
wood; and, though no little care had 
been given to their construction, still 
that inde-cribable want of beauty, al- 
ways attaching to this kind of 
houses, was here to be seen. 

Then too, they were almost all 
small, having a cramped app«arance 
as though material was scarce or very 
difficult to obtain. In the Los Angeles 
of twenty years ago there were still 
traces of its original founders. 
adobe was still an eye-sore to the city’s 
beauty, and these ugly primitive habi- 
tations were still to be seen side by 
side with the spl-ndid brick struct- 
ures which were going up everywhere.

At every turn 
these funguses, which cling with such 
tenacity, were, at this*time, being b.

In the beginning of the past twenty 
years the people of the Pacific coast 
were suffering more than ever before 
from the presence of the heathen 
den:zeus of overcrowded Chinese vil- 
lages.
